Auto theft is one of Canada's 
leading "growth industries." Over 
the past four years this type of 
crime has increased by approxi¬ 
mately 250 per cent and in 1994 
alone 146,665 vehicles were sto¬ 
len in Canada. 

This rise has been met by the 
development of numerous anti- 
theft technologies, all designed to 
act as a barrier against thieves 
entering and stealing vehicles. 

However, 80 per cent of vehi¬ 
cles are stolen by professional 
thieves looking to profit from ve¬ 
hicle re-sale, and these individu¬ 
als can by-pass even the most 
sophisticated alarm and locking 


deterrence cystems. 

So what can you do to protect 
yourself? 

The following tips will help 
make your vehicle less of a target 
to thieves: 

• Never leave your keys in your 
vehicle or leave the vehicle run¬ 
ning when unattended, no mat¬ 
ter how long you'll be away. 

• Always lock all your doors 
and close windows when leaving 
vehicle. 

• Do not leave proof of insur¬ 
ance or ownership papers in your 
vehicle. A thief can use these docu¬ 
ments to mislead police, and this

Carry docu¬ 
ments in your wallet. 

• Never leave valuables like 
briefcases, cellular phones or cam¬ 
eras in plain site. Either take them 
with you or lock them in the trunk. 

• One of the best ways to dis¬ 
courage professional car thieves 
is to etch a P.I.N. (personal iden¬ 
tification number) on every vehi¬ 
cle window with a system like 
AutoGard. Because the only way 
to remove the P.I.N. is to replace 
all the vehicle windows before re¬ 
sale, at a cost of approximately 
$4,000, this greatly decreases the 
opportunity a thief has to gain

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School council concerns addressed

Chinook’s Edge school board 
chair Susan Denischuk and cen¬ 
tral office representative Bill 
Hoppins met with DHS school 
council committee members last 
Tuesday in an effort to discuss 
issues of concern to both parties. 

Several questions about who 
controlled funds used for scholar¬ 
ships and the like were posed. 

Hoppins said community 
based funds would not fall under 
the school board’s jurisdiction, but 
school funds would remain cen¬ 
trally administered. 

“It may appear we’re hoarding 
the money but that’s not the in¬ 
tent,” Hoppins said, explaining 
that by pooling funds from all 
school funds in a single trust ac¬ 
count, better interest rates could 
be obtained for all. 

The policy on foreign students 


by the local council. Denischuk 
said a universal policy had not 
been imposed unilaterally in or¬ 
der to accommodate different re¬ 
quirements of individual schools. 
Some schools embarked on an 
active exchange program, while 
others preferred minimal partici¬ 
pation. 

Student representatives Joel 
Windsor and Kari Ausenhus 
asked for input and guidance on 
the proper method of selection for 
future student candidates. 
Ausenhus commended the coun¬ 
cil for their guidance over the year, 
especially in the instruction 


they’d received on the proper way 
to conduct a meeting. 

While enrolment at DHS is 
projected to entail a fairly major 
increase of some 80 students in 
three years, current enrolment is 
down. With the switch to per-stu- 
dent funding translating into a 
deficit position in the interim, 
council members asked for guid¬ 
ance on strategy and policy relat¬ 
ing to the situation from 
Denischuk and Hoppins, who 
promised to look into specific ques¬ 
tions and report back to the coun¬ 
cil. 

A lengthy discussion challeng¬ 
ing the wisdom of extracting funds 
from school budgets to purchase 
computing hardware ensued. 

While school council members 
acknowledged that such extrac¬ 
tions were the prerogative of the 
board, they expressed concern 


thought out and completely ar¬ 
bitrary. 

Denischuk said addressing 
such issues was basically why she 
was there, and asked for all con¬ 
cerns to be placed on the table. 

Timing was an inflammatory 
issue, especially concerning cen¬ 
tral office’s plan to move ahead 
with internet expansion. With the 
race for new technology render¬ 
ing equipment obsolete soon af¬ 
ter purchase, and the cost reduc¬ 
ing continually, central office rep¬ 
resentatives were asked to explain 
their reasoning in pushing ahead 
with such haste. 


Denischuk said those waiting 
to draw up budgets could not wait 
for lengthy periods and more time 
had gone into the planning proc¬ 
ess than council members might 
be aware of. 

Hoppins agreed that resolving 
a certain time for jumping in to 
the technologically driven hard¬ 
ware market was difficult to 
isolate, and likely subject to 
extensive second guessing, but 
likened the move to that of a 


surfer waiting indefinitely for 
the best wave. 

“At some point, you’ve got 
to get into the water,” he said. 

Denischuk said other 
schools had expressed ap¬ 
proval for hardware purchases, 
but council chair Cal 
Ausenhus said that Didsbury 
was a conservative school. 

“You’re saying Didsbury would 
like to go slowly [regarding hard¬ 
ware expansion plans],” 


Denischuk said, “We hear what 
you’re saying.” 

Council voted to continue serv¬ 
ing in their current positions un¬ 
til September, when parents of 
children moving into the high 
school system would have a chance 
to get on board. It was also de¬ 
cided that the council would wait 
until fall to fill the vacancy on the 
school council committee caused 
by the resignation of Greg Cous-

What your school counsellor dldn 7 tell you

I’m hearing some sincere concerns being voiced 
by an increasing number of disillusioned souls with 
regard to new patterns being weaved into the fabric 
of our social system in the aftermath of provincial 
cutbacks. While the majority apparently remain 
strongly supportive of the concept of what some call 
‘Alberta’s pay now, play later’ strategy, there are 
several thousand graduating students across the 
province poised to leap into ‘the real world’,73 from 
our own Didsbury High School alone. In a social 
system buffeted by the all-too-real consequences of 
belt-tightening across the board, what will they find 
‘out there’? 

Tuition is up, hiring is down; not the best news for 
a 17-year-old hoping to work his way through school. 

Navigating through the volatile career-choice minefield, especially concerning 
jobs traditionally tied to the state, isn’t something students address nonchalantly 
these days. 

After fouryears in college, today's high school grads are likely to be confronting 
a sobering situation. The provincial government of the day will undoubtedly be 
locked in a tight squeeze from the federal level; any thoughts even jokingly 
entertained about loosening the pursestrings funding the ministriesof Education, 
Social Services, Justice and all the rest will have evaporated like yesterday's rain. 

Speaking of rain. I’m also hearing plenty about the weather too, but I digress. 

Nobody hangs up their shorts and exits the court without checking to make 
sure they’re leaving with everything they came in with. So let’s rustle through the 
gym bag and see what people are telling me they lost somewhere between the 
showers and the door. 

“Job security is now an oxymoron.” 

“You’d better be sick, Buster, because it could be a long time before you get the 
call to climb on the operating table." 

“I have nothing against change, but when it comes right down to it, what’s more 
valuable: technology or a real live teacher?” 

“This is a good time to be a criminal," a judge was recently overheard to say, 
referring to a system bogged down by crown prosecutors bearing staggering case 
loads, police forces manacled by obtuse new regulations and ever-shrinking 
budgets and a system where over-crowding of holding facilities, and dwindling 
budgets set aside to process those held, all too often result in early releases by 
offenders. 

No, of course I’m not suggesting that grads skip university and head straight 
for a career in crime. I’m simply asking: Will today's grads still be dealing with the 
harsh realities that go along with budgetary strangulation when they enter the 
work force after completing college in fouryears? And if nothing has changed, or 
if, in fact, it’s even worse, will we have found a way to limp along a little more 
productively in the interim? 

Meanwhile, back in the gym, we’re losing some valuable players; people I know 
and people you know, who see no light at the end of the tunnel regarding 
deficiencies in a fiscally-starved system. 

Every generation leaves a legacy the next picks up and runs with. 

It would appear that this year’s crop of grads may be getting more than they 
bargained for. 

I’ve enjoyed meeting a lot of the kids about to graduate locally, and their self- 
confidence is very reassuring. I have every reason to believe the DHS graduating 
class and their fellow grads across Alberta, will shoulder the load admirably, but 
ultimately it’s an issue we’re all going to have to deal with- unless the status quo 
is deemed acceptable by those about to take over the reins. 

In the meantime, if you’re the last one out of the gym, please make sure the 
lights are off and the showers aren’t dripping. It’s hard to make a splash after the 
well’s run dry.

The same moment of con¬ 
version experience seems to 
have affected our day to day 
community 'small talk'. A cou¬ 
ple of months ago I could reli¬ 
ably expect to hear some tale 
of woe about yet another poor 
shopping experience here at 
home, and how you just can't 
find anything you need here 
anymore! 

Shopping automatically 
meant going out of town and the 
practice was very acceptable by 
most - no alternative some would 
say. 

Interestingly over the course

of just a few weeks I've been sur¬ 
prised at the number of people 
who have stopped me to share 
stories of not only comparable 
pricing on many items, but on 
substantial savings right here at 
home; stories that talked about 
service and delivery right to my 
home, maximum convenience, no 
travel, dealing with people you 
know and more. 

I was amazed, a 180°turn about 
in just a few weeks!.what hap¬ 

pened? 

We live here, we've always lived 
here and we get a disease called 
"farsightedness". We only see 
green grass far away, not right 
under our feet and we begin re¬ 
vealing our diseased state by ver¬ 
bally "town bashing". It's rather a 
depressing thing when you think 
about it. It suggests that wher¬ 
ever I am is never a good place, 
I'm always at a disadvantage - 
poor me - rubbish! 

We've fallen prey to great cor¬ 
porate marketing schemes who 
have successfully sold us on a 
false perception that everything 
is always cheaper and always bet¬ 
ter when we put our money into 
their pockets. 

What happened to the couple 
who I overheard laughing at the 
thought of a weekend in Didsbury 
and in the time it takes to walk 
from the checkout to the door 
were converted to enthused con¬ 
test participants? What has hap¬ 


pened to our "tasty' coffee row 
'town bashing’ talk that's now 
beingblended with wonderful sto¬ 
ries of local loyalty paying off in 
spades. 

The truth is we are living in a 
community that has the ameni¬ 
ties, services and lifestyle that 
others long for. 

Business wisdom suggests that 
if we aren't willing to invest in 
our future, will we have one? 

There are about 1,500 homes 
in Didsbury; just suppose 66 per 
cent of them (or 1,000 homes) 
made an intentional decision to 
make just one fewer shoppingtrip 
out of town this year to buy items 
that are available here, and let's 
assume that the average trip in¬ 
volves $ 100 in purchases. The net 
result is $ 100,000 additional sales 
in our town. If it's true that every 
dollar spent in our community 
turns over seven times that means 
there is a net benefit of $700,000 
to our town. 

Imagine the impact on retail¬ 
ers who are currently struggling. 
Imagine the new product lines 
that may become possible. Imag¬ 
ine the new appeal our commu¬ 
nity may have to new retailers 
looking for strong markets to 
build businesses in. 

What has happened? I suggest 
we have taken a look under our 
feet. And what do you know - the 
grass is green right where we're 
standing and it's knee deep!

Dingwall agrees with equal access 


Federal Health Minister David 
Dingwall welcomed the Alberta 
government's decision to ensure 
equal access for all Albertans to 
medically necessary services. 

On May 30, Alberta Health 
Minister, Shirley McClellan an¬ 
nounced that effective July 1, 
1996, private clinics in Alberta 
will not be allowed to charge pa¬ 
tients a facility fee while at the 
same time billing the physician 
fee to the Alberta Health Care 
Insurance Plan. 

"This issue was about fairness", 
said Mr. Dingwall. "Alberta's de¬ 
cision today demonstrates that 
the Canada Health Act is flexible 
in ensuring that Canadians, re¬ 
gardless of their ability to pay, 
have universal access to medi¬ 
cally necessary services wherever 
they are provided." 

The Minister emphasized that 
the federal, provincial and terri¬ 
torial governments are commit¬ 
ted to preserving this principle as 
a cornerstone of the Canada 
Health Act. "This is what a great 
majority of Canadians consist¬ 
ently support," said Mr. Dingwall. 

The Canada Health Act 
stipulates that the full cost of 


services deemed medically nec¬ 
essary by a province must be 


covered by public health in¬ 
surance.

A By-law to Authorize the Municipal Council of the Town of 
Didsbury to guarantee on behalf of the said Didsbury Agricultural 
Society and Didsbury Curling Club, renewal of a loan made to the 
Didsbury Agricultural Society and Didsbury Curling Club by the 
Mountain View Credit Union Ltd., for the construction of a 
community recreation structure.

Constable Janice Mann was 
trading pleasantries with the gas 
attendant filling her squad car 
when a report of “an intrusion, 
south door” of a local business in 
Didsbury crackled over the radio. 

“Could we finish this later?” 
she said to the attendant, reach¬ 
ing for the radio to respond to the 
Red Deer Telecom dispatcher. 

Calmly making note of litres 
pumped, the gas station employee 
simply went on to fill another cus¬ 
tomer as Mann pulled out of the 
station and sped toward the loca¬ 
tion passed on by the dispatcher. 

“They’re used to that,” she 
said. “I’ll go back after I check 
this out.” 

Two additional officers and an 
auxiliary member were also 
scheduled for duty the night I 
was booked for a ‘ride-a-long’ 
interview, and if 
the initial call was 
any indication, the 
shift promised 
brisk business. 

Before setting 
out, Mann perused 
reports logged by 
the previous night’s 
shift, assembled the 
equipment she’d 
need for her own, 
and checked in with 
the Red Deer 
Telecom dispatch¬ 
ers. The items held 
in place on the 
sturdy belt she 
snapped into place 
around her waist (a 
gun, bullets, a flash¬ 
light, a first aid pack 
with a mask and 
gloves, handcuffs, 
pepper spray and a 
baton) looked 
heavy, and it was- 
constituting ap¬ 
proximately 20 
pounds of gear. Af¬ 
ter checking on the 
previous night’s ac¬ 
tivities to bring her¬ 
self up to speed on 
what she might be 
dealing with, we proceeded to 
the car where she explained the 
function of a host of additional 
devices encircling the drivers 
seat. Radar equipment was to 
the left, and to the right were 
radios, a cellular telephone, 
squad car light controls and a 
powerful looking item secured 
next to the passenger seat. 

“Don’t touch that,” she cau¬ 
tioned, “This is my shot gun, 
and it’s not a toy.” 

Upon loading up a box of 
breathalyser test equipment, 
with its tiny vials and boxed 
gauges, the squad car resembled 
a travelling crime lab. A hefty 
carrying case packed with forms, 
regulations and a profusion of 
paper tied to the job completed 
the effects each officer carries 
along on a shift. 

We were ready to roll. 

The first stop would be the 
Water Valley Community Hall 


where a portable breathalyser 
station would be set up, but on 
the way to the hall a small red 
hatchback zoomed past us in 
the opposite direction, register¬ 
ing 122 on the radar scanner. 

Mann flicked on the squad 
car’s overhead lights and made a 
quick 180 degree turn. 

“Probably late for grad, ” Mann 
said as she set out in pursuit of 
the driver who pulled over at the 
first opportunity. 

The driver, who was indeed 
bound for local graduation exer¬ 
cises, said she hadn’t realized how 
fast she was going until she saw 
the police car. ‘I looked down at my 
speedometer when I saw you and 
went ‘Oh-oh’,’ she said to Mann. A 
speeding ticket was issued with¬ 
out incident and Mann turned back 
toward Water Valley. 

“You have to commend the 


kids around here,” Mann said 
as we headed south, “Most of 
them have a positive attitude 
towards the police.” 

High School graduation cel¬ 
ebrations hosted by the Lions Safe 
Grad committee promised to be 
contained and well-supervised, 
but the revellers streaming in 
and out of the Water Valley rodeo 
grounds were another story. 

Cst. Woolnough and auxiliary 
member Dave Henry joined 
Mann at a check stop location 
west of Water Valley and traffic 
was heavy. In under two hours, 
the team dealt with over 100 ve¬ 
hicles, piloted (on the whole) by 
courteous drivers who pointed 
out their designated driver with¬ 
out prompting. 

Four I.P. (Illegal possession) 
tickets were issued. The recipi¬ 
ents accepted their punishment 


without protest, if you didn’t 
count the mournful expressions 
in the eyes of those watching 
every drop of alcohol seized being 
opened and emptied in the ditch. 

One individual who blew a fail 
on the Alco-sur earned a trip back 
to Water Valley where the 
breathalyser registered the level 
of alcohol in the man’s system as 
teeteringjust over the legal limit. 

“You’re extremely fortunate,” 
said Cst. Woolnough, who assisted 
Mann on the breathalyser analy¬ 
sis, “You’re right on the edge, so 
we’ll be giving you a 24-hour sus¬ 
pension.” 

“Take this as a warning, this is 
pretty serious stuff,” Cst. Mann 
said to the visibly relieved man 
who nodded earnestly in acknowl¬ 
edgement. 

Back in the car, Mann an¬ 
swered a few questions about 
herself and the job. 
Married to a fellow 
RCMP member work¬ 
ing out of the Olds de¬ 
tachment, she and the 
other Cst. Mann are 
currently preparing for 
a transfer to a B.C. city 
detachment where the 
couple will work in ad¬ 
jacent stations. 

One thing she’ll miss 
upon leaving Didsbury 
will be her liaison du¬ 
ties at Ross Ford School. 

“I chose to work with 
younger children be¬ 
cause they haven’t 
formed an opinion about 
police yet,” she said, 
adding that such pro¬ 
grams promised to make 
a real difference. 

“The kids might 
come to me if they have 
questions and they’d see 
that the police are the 
‘good guys’ not the ‘bad 
guys’. 

Several hundred 
kilometres on the 
odometermarked a wind¬ 
ing route through the 
night, as we toured high¬ 
ways, back roads, main 
streets and alleys, but for the 
most part, everything was fairly 
quiet. 


Then it was time for a trip 
back to the office where the con¬ 
stables Mann, Woolnough, Houk, 
and auxiliary member Dave 
Henry exchanged information 
and took care of accumulated pa¬ 
perwork logging the night’s ac¬ 
tivities including that initial call 
to the Didsbury business that had 
interrupted the gasoline fill. 

As it turned out, the alarm 
triggered by an opened door was 
written up as nothing more than 
a loose door handle and failure by 
the last employee out to slide the 
deadbolt into place. 

“It’s a little early for this kind 
of activity,” Mann had said as she 
swung into the deserted parking 
lot, and indeed, nothingof a crimi¬ 
nal nature had occurred. Still, 
she’d checked out the building’s 
exterior and interior areas before 
concluding nothing was missing 
or disturbed. All that was re¬ 
quired was a call to the key holder 
who showed up promptly to se¬ 
cure the premises and then it 
was back to the gas station to 
settle up the gas bill. 

I teased her about the attendant 
calling in a report of his own if she 
wound up being too busy to go back 
and take care of it and she smiled.

Herbs - it's amazing how many uses we can find for them! 
They can "jazz" up salads, breads, meats, vegetables; not only by 
taste, but by look as well. I see a sprinkling of herbs on a meat 
dish and 1 just know I'm going to be eating something wonder¬ 
ful. That wonderful taste brings along good health as well. As I 
mentioned last week, by using herbs to add flavour to your 
cooking, some sort of fat is less necessary. Increased wellness 
comes from the reduced fat as well as from the herb itself - for 
example, Rosemary, being anti-bacterial, may help relieve nasal 
and chest congestion! To find out more about this property of 
herbs, you can check out some books I'll mention below in "TIP". 
To keep the cost down on having an assortment of herbs on 
hand, grow your own! They're easy to grow, either from seed or 
already started, so just keep a planter of your herb collection on 
the back deck or patio. Snip what you need when you need it and 
use fresh or snip a bunch, dry in the microwave, and keep in the 
freezer. I make my own mixtures this way! Now, I'd like to share 
this fast supper idea with you; 

Herbert Chicken Fajitas 

4 chicken breasts or 6 thighs, de-boned/de-skinned/chopped 
Vegetable spray 

1 tsp. cayenne 1 tsp. oregano 

1 tsp. rosemary 1 tsp. tarragon 

2 garlic cloves, minced 6 flour tortillas 

1 c. shredded lettuce 1 c. low-fat sour cream 

2 c. shredded low-fat cheese 1 tomato, diced 

1. Add herbs to the chicken and toss to spread evenly. 

2. Prep the toppings and put each into a bowl. 

3. Heat a skillet with vegetable spray. 

4. Cook the chicken, stirring often, until browned; simmer. 

5. Heat the tortillas 30 sec. in the microwave or wrapped, in 
the oven at 400F for 5 min. 

6. Divide the chicken between the 6 tortillas and let everyone 
add their own toppings.

Prize-winning poet 

“Before the cattle and the cowboys came, 

The trails were already made, 

Across the vast prairie grass, 

Through the forest shade, 

The red man followed the buffalo, 

Armed with arrow and a knife,

To maintain their way of life.” 

Lloyd Dolen, 79, has been spinning rhymes since he was a young man 
in his early twenties. “Nobody’ll let me stop,” he said with a smile, “Peo¬ 
ple just keep bugging me ‘til I write some more.” Commissioned work call¬ 
ing for his writing talents remains in high demand, especially at commu¬ 
nity gatherings like weddings, anniversaries and even funerals. “I’m get¬ 
ting as well known as the ministers in this area,” he quipped. Dolen, who — 
has one book out and another on the way can set pretty much anything to rhyme, but prefers to focus on 
“life and nature and our Alberta heritage.” He credits God for his talent and his success, but said 
Norma, his wife of 51 years, has always been his favorite editor- and his most demanding critic. “She’ll 
read a poem and say, ‘You can do better than that’, so I go back and do it again, and- she’s always right,” 
Dolen said, trading an affectionate smile with his wife. While he tends toward procrastination (“Some¬ 
times | Norma I will be typing the poem up the morning we’re getting ready to go do it”), Dolen can 
compose poetry, almost literally at the drop of a cowboy hat, as evidenced by the poem prefacing this 
article which he originated for the Review on the spot. Normally, he spends a little more time perfecting 
his verses, but they still come to him easily and naturally. Asked where his ideas come from he said, 
“From a sound sleep. I play with it in my head until I get a line that suits me. I’ll go to bed with an idea 
and sometimes it wakes me up. I’ll get up in the night and write it down.” 

“It’s something that comes naturally to him,” said Norma, adding, “It’s a gift.” That gift recently 
earned Dolen a ‘Bully’, the equivalent of an Oscar in the realm of cowboy poets. The award (Wilf Carter 
is fellow recipient) acknowledges Dolen’s life-long contributions to the celebration of cowboy life.

Planning weed control

Choosing the right herbicide 
for weed control is becoming more 
complex each year. New herbi¬ 
cides and mixes are available each 
year to assist in controlling weeds. 
It seems as if the business of spray¬ 
ing becomes more complex with 
each passing year. There are con¬ 
cerns regarding herbicide 
residues and their effect on crop 
rotation, herbicide rotations and 
worries about weed resistance, 
new crops and changed rotation 
patterns, new weeds, different 
seeding and cultivation practices, 
new opportunities and times to 
spray, increasing concern about 
the health and safety of the op¬ 
erator, and the list goes on. Add to 
the above concerns the lateness 
and difficulty of seeding this year, 
along with the difficulties of get¬ 
ting spraying done prior to seed¬ 
ing and we have a situation that 
will need close attention and good 
planning to accomplish the best 
end result - weed free, clean fields. 

The first step toward a suc¬ 
cessful weed control program is 
to know the weeds in your field 
before selecting a herbicide. Esti¬ 


mate the infestation level and tar¬ 
get the weeds that are the great¬ 
est risk to your crop's success, 
then select the control method 
that will give an economic return. 
Other factors to consider when 
selecting a herbicide are crop va¬ 
riety, previous herbicide usage, 
soil type and crop rotation plans. 

Crop variety is important as 
there are specific crop restrictions 
on most herbicide labels that re¬ 
strict usage to particular crop 
types. Particular herbicides are 
for use on wheat only, or may be 
used on only certain types of 
wheat, or they may have restric¬ 
tions to other specific crop types 
or crop situations. Knowing the 
restrictions may prevent crop loss. 

Previous herbicide use history 
is also important as the potential 
exists in Alberta for the develop¬ 
ment of herbicide resistance. 
Therefore, you need to consider 
herbicide rotations as well as crop 
rotations. Herbicides you plan to 
use in a rotation should have a 
different modeofaction. This will 
help prevent a buildup of resist¬ 
ant weed biotypes that do occur 
naturally. 

Soil type is important as it may 
affect chemical application rate, 
length of residual action of the 


chemical and the possible follow 
up cropping plans. Different her¬ 
bicides react differently depend¬ 
ing on the environment in which 
they are used and the soil type is 
an important consideration when 
looking at environment. 

There are many other factors 
that also affect the use and appli¬ 
cation of herbicides and the suc¬ 
cess achieved in controlling weeds. 
Knowing your own particular 
situation and the weeds you have 
to deal with is the first step. 
Knowing the available herbicides 
to assist with weed control and 
their limitations is a second step. 
Application and effective control 
is the third step. Follow up and 
determination of effectiveness of 
the herbicide and control achieved 
as well as planning further con¬ 
trol steps is the last step. 

Information on the various 
herbicides and the use is found 
on the label of the various prod¬ 
ucts. In addition the 1995 Crop 
Protection With Chemicals guide 
(bluebook) is a useful tool to de¬ 
termine which chemicals can be 
used in which situations. The 
bluebook is available at your local 
district office of Alberta Agricul¬ 
ture, Food and Rural Develop¬ 
ment. The chemical label is the 


guide for use of the various chemi¬ 
cals, always read and follow the 
label directions. 

As you plan to deal with the 
weed problems in your fields, 
keeping in mind the shortness of 
time due to the lateness of the 
spring, it is important that you 
plan for the most effective, timely 
control possible. Monitoring field 
progress and weed and crop 


growth will be critical to the 
successful control of weed 
problems. If you have ques¬ 
tions concerning the selection 
of chemicals, identification of 
weeds, weed control, and the 
development of weed control 
strategies you can contact your 
local district office of Alberta 
Agriculture and ask to speak 
with a Crop Specialist.

Board to determine if it [* 
meets the architecture eli¬ 



gibility policy. This policy looks at 
several factors including location, 
the relationship of the building to 
other historic buildings and re¬ 
sources, the structural integrity of 
the building, architectural merit, 
the degree of alteration, the 
strength of the existing 
business(es), willingness of the 
building owner to participate, the 
historic documentation of the 
structure, and the potential effect 
on our historic area’s image. 

A review and approval process 
is then followed. The first step is 
the already mentioned letter of in¬ 
terest. The next step is a compari¬ 


son so that the 
“best” (in terms 
of the architec¬ 
ture eligibility cri¬ 
teria) potential 
projects to be 
given priority. 

At this point 
our Project Archi¬ 
tect, Lome 
Simpson, will un¬ 
dertake the devel¬ 
opment of design 


options for the building. The devel¬ 
opment of these options involves re¬ 
searching the history of the building 
to determine what it looked like 
when it was built and to determine 
how the structure has changed over 
time. A preliminary drawing is pro¬ 
duced and initial cost estimates are 
produced by Construction Manager 
Gord Wilkie. A series of meetings 
between the building owner and the 
Main Street Project will “fine tune” 
the project.

Counteracting mental health 
disorder stigmas 


In an attempt to foster greater 
understanding about mental ill¬ 
ness, the Canadian Mental Health 
Association, the Provincial Men¬ 
tal Health Board and Alberta 
Health have jointly released two 
publications: Depression — What 
is it? What to do? and Bi-polar 
Disorder — Where's the Balance? 

Ron LaJeunesse, the PMHB's 
executive director, said that yes¬ 
terday's comments by former fed¬ 
eral minister of finance, Michael 
Wilson, illustrate our need to 
know more about mental illnesses 
and eliminate the stigma associ¬ 
ated with them. 

"Mr. Wilson said that his son's 
depression became too much for 
him to bear, that he begged his 
family not to tell anyone about 
his illness because he feared peo¬ 
ple's reactions. He also noted that 


the family's silence, because of 
the stigma, robbed his son of sup¬ 
port." 

The chance of suffering a ma¬ 
jor mental illness in one's lifetime 
is about 20 per cent, with almost 
half of these people suffering a 
depressive disorder. Yet people 
from all walks of life — politicians, 
professionals, laborers and home¬ 
makers — avoid discussing men¬ 
tal health problems and seeking 
personal help because of the 
stigma, according to LaJeunesse. 

Tony Hudson, CMHA execu¬ 
tive director added, "These indi¬ 
viduals are afraid of what others 
will think or they berate them¬ 
selves because they think having 
a mental illness is a sign of weak¬ 
ness." As a result they continue to 
suffer unnecessarily. Some even 
commit suicide. 


Stigma is rampant in our soci¬ 
ety and can result verbal or emo¬ 
tional abuse, discrimination, ex¬ 
ploitation, harassment, isolation 
from family and friends, an in¬ 
ability to find work or accommo¬ 
dation, and low self-esteem. 

Both Hudson and LaJeunesse 
agree that a better understand¬ 
ing of mental illnesses and their 
effects are the key to eliminating 
stigma. 

The booklets released this 
week include detailed informa¬ 
tion about depression and bi-po- 
lar disorder (or manic-depression) 
respectively, their treatment, 
strategies for living with the ill¬ 
nesses, and sources of help. 

The publications are available 
free of charge from CMHA offices 
and PMHB clinics and facilities 
across Alberta.

Not everyone can spend the 
summer following 10 very special 
mallards, but everyone with ac¬ 
cess to the Internet can find out 
how the nesting season is going 
thanks to the Mallard Tracker. 

Ducks Unlimited Canada (DU) 
has gone online with a project to 
offer an up-close look at how re¬ 
search biologists gather impor¬ 
tant information about nest suc¬ 
cess on the Prairies. A few weeks 
ago, female mallards were care¬ 
fully fitted with radio transmit¬ 
ters then released onto the re¬ 
search site in southwestern Mani¬ 
toba. Biologists will tune into the 
hens' unique frequencies to mark 


their movements by using radio¬ 
telemetry and triangulation. 

Each week, biologist in the 
field will update the Mallard 
Tracker on DU's home page on 
the status and location of 10 
birds. 

Faithful Internet followers 
will know if the duck is having a 
successful first nest, if the first 
nest was destroyed and a second 
is in process, or if she is hatch¬ 
ing her brood. 

The research is part of an 
ongoing, Prairie-wide study be¬ 
ing conducted by the Institute 
for Wetland and Waterfowl Re¬ 
search, the consolidated re¬ 
search arm of Ducks Unlimited
